George W. Reed said that hetp-

think the np^oeraiiee of our streets would 
be vastly improved by sucli an nr.-ange- 
meut. iNovvwe have eliort poles aud lone 
poles, some elose together and some far 
apart, and it mars tho beauty of our streets. 
One side of the street could be devoted to 
Uiu electric liu'ht wires uud poles nnd the 
other for use by the telegraph and tele- 
puoue companies. 


Let the Council advertise for bids in a 
manner tliiil will induce healthy cumreti- 
tion and briuK tbe greatest number of bid- 
ders to our city. Make the conditions and 
bunds reasonable. Let each bidder fur- 
nish a Dlan for distributing the lights also 
specifications giving a description and the 
cost of the necessary wires and poles aud 
tiie labor of construction,or agree to fur- 
nish a circuit at so much per miie, the 
work to be done under the superintendence 
of our Board of I'ublio Works or City Elec- 
trician. Give tbe contracting party ample 
time to do (he work, for surely the ze,s 
company that ba» hod the monopoly of 
liKhtiiiK these streets for the l»st twentv

As for the cost, Str. Heed explained 
that tbe city could obtain four times as 
much light for ifiO.OOO from electricity 
as it can from gas, for which it now 
pays $32,000, and that $12,000 per yea- 
could be saved. To put up poles and 
wires would cost $25,000 or $30,000, and 
that this amount could be saved in two 
years, or at the most, three years. At 
the end of that time the city could ex- 
tend its plant with the money save.-J or 
couli put it into the treasury against a 
rainy day. He emphasized that by 
owning it.s own plant of poles and 
wires the city might be independent 
and could invite competition from all 
over tbe State from electric lighting 
companies.
